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PREFACE 

The  Planning  Information  Report  (PTR)  provides  tabular 
data  and  an  analysis  of  recent  and  anticipated  employ- 
ment and  unemployment  developments.    It  includes  man- 
power information  on  the  insured  unemployed,  as  well  as 
unfilled  job  openings  and  applicant  characteristics  in 
order  to  provide  a  comparison  of  labor  demand  and 
supply . 

Hopefully,  the  PIR  will  meet  many  of  the  information 
needs  of  manpower  and  community  planners,  educators, 
antipoverty  organizations,  local  and  state  officials, 
business,  labor  and  community  leaders,  and  others  who 
need  accurate  and  timely  area  manpower  and  job  market 
information  for  decision-making  purposes. 
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I .    Highlights  and  Conclusions 

Population  estimates  for  the  Newburyport  Labor  Market  Area  ( LMA) 
indicate  that  the  area's  population  in  Fiscal  Year  1980  should 
total  36,797  which  is  an  increase  of  ten  percent  over  the  1970 
level . 

Nonagricultural  wage  and  salary  employment  in  the  LMA  increased  by 
737  workers  over  the  past  year  to  a  total  of  16,929  in  June  1979- 

At  6.8  percent,  the  unadjusted  unemployment  rate  in  June  1979  com- 
pared favorably  with  the  9-1  percent  rate  of  the  previous  June. 
During  the  same  time  period,  there  had  been  decreases  of  393 
unemployed  and  increases  of  3^  persons  in  the  LMA  labor  force. 

At  this  point  in  time,  a  mild  recession,  which  probably  began 
during  the  spring  of  1979 >  is  in  progress  and  probably  will  con- 
tinue into  the  first  half  of  I98O.    The  LMA  unemployment  rate  can 
be  expected  to  reflect  proportionally  that  of  the  Nation  and  the 
State  at  its  historically  higher  rate.    After  that  period  of 
economic  slowdown,  growth  is  predicted  but  at  a  slower  rate  than 
in  the  past  two  years . 
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II .     Description  of  Area 


a.    Definition  of  Area 

As  shovn  on  the  accompanying  map,  the  Newburyport  Labor  Market  Area 
(LMA)  includes  the  City  of  Newburyport  and  the  three  nearby  towns  of 
Newbury,  Rowley,  and  Ipswich.    The  LMA  is  located  in  the  northeastern 
part  of  Massachusetts  within  Essex  County  and  lies  along  the  Atlantic 
Ocean.    The  principal  highways  serving  the  Newburyport  area  are  Inter- 
state Routes  95  and  and  U.S.  1.    Via  Route  1-95  traveling  time 
to  Logan  Airport  is  approximately  k3  minutes.    To  the  north,  Route  I- 
95  gives  quick  access  to  the  areas  of  northern  New  England,  while 
Route  U95  gives  expressway  service  to  the  Massachusetts  Turnpike  and 
from  there  to  western  and  southern  New  England  or  New  York.  The 
Newburyport  area  is  part  of  the  Lawrence  CETA  consortium. 


b.    Population  and  Labor  Force  Characteristics 

Population  estimates  for  Fiscal  Year  1976  indicate  a  population  of 
35>^+l  for  the  Newburyport  LMA  as  shown  by  Table  1.    Of  the  city  and 
towns  that  comprise  the  LMA,  all  showed  an  increase  in  population 
between  the  years  1970  and  1976,  with  an  overall  population  increase 
of  6 .1  percent . 

As  time  passes  since  the  1970  Federal  Census,  the  reliability  of 
population  figures  becomes  increasingly  questionable.    Trends  that 
were  recorded  in  the  last  census  may  be  less  accurate  today.  How- 
ever, what  we  can  be  relatively  sure  of  in  reviewing  Table  1  is 
that  the  total  population  of  the  Newburyport  LMA  is  larger  than  it 
was  in  either  1970  or  1976  and  that  the  communities  comprising  the 
LMA  continue  to  grow. 

The  figures  contained  in  Table  2  were  derived  by  projecting  the 
average  annual  1970-1976  population  increase  by  four  additional  years 
to  I98O.    Accordingly,  the  1980  population  for  the  LMA  is  projected 
to  have  increased  to  a  total  of  36,797.    Extending  the  LMA  to  a 
commuting  perimeter  of  thirty  minutes,  the  total  labor  force  which 
can  be  tapped  for  employers  comes  from  a  population  of  over  500,000 
people .  l/

In  making  an  economic  forecast  for  Fiscal  Year  1980,  it  is  assumed 
that  the  following  conditions  will  prevail: 

1.    The  institutional  framework  for  the  United  States  economy 
will  not  change  radically. 


2.     Current  social,  technological  and  scientific  trends  will 
continue,  including  values  placed  on  work,  education, 

income  and  leisure. 


3      The  Massachusetts  share  of  the  United  States  business  will 
remain  constant 


h.     Inflation  will  remain  at  a  high  digit  level. 


5      The  high  price  of  energy  will  increase  the  cost  of 
production . 

i* 

6.     Employment  levels  will  stabilize  with  emphasis  on 
replacement  hiring. 


7-    The  unemployment  level  will  rise  as  new  entrants  experience 
difficulty  in  being  absorbed  into  the  work  force.

2.    Political  unrest  and  economic  instability  in  Zaire,  may  increase 
the  cost  of  copper,  cobalt,  and  industrial  diamonds,  raw  materials 
essential  to  (SIC  3*0 »  Fabricated  Metal  Products  except  machinery 
and  Transportation  Equipment. 

3.    Barring  worldwide  political  disruptions,  employment  will  con- 
tinue to  increase  in  (SIC  3*0  Fabricated  Metal  Products  except 
Machinery  and  Transportation  Equipment  and  (SIC  38)  Measuring, 
Analyzing  and  Controlling  Instruments. 

k.    Department  of  Defense  and  Department  of  Energy  prime  contract 
spending  will  remain  at  the  same  level  or  increase  slightly 
thus  maintaining  employment  levels  in  the  electron  tube  in- 
dustry (SIC  367),  the  communications  industry  (SIC  3662), 
engineering  services  industry  (SIC  89H) ,  and  aircraft  engines 
industry  (SIC  372U) . 

5.  Spending  by  state  and  local  governments  will  gradually  level.

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III.    Employment  Developments  and  Outlook 

Although  the  Newburyport  Area  was  originally  settled  for  farming, 
fishing  and  trapping,  trade  and  industry  soon  followed.  Historically, 
the  large  supply  of  timber  in  the  area  helped  in  creating  the  ship- 
building industry  and  also  the  export  of  staves  to  the  West  Indies 
and  wine  making  countries.     Fish  preserving,  leather  tanning  and 
subsidiary  industries  sprang  up  and  flourished  during  the  early  in- 
dustrial era.    Towards  the  end  of  the  19th  Century,  embargoes  ind 
tariffs  brought  about  the  downfall  of  Newburyport ' s  trade.  Next, 
the  advent  of  steam,  along  with  the  increasing  sand  bars  around  the 
harbor,  brought  to  a  close  the  shipbuilding  industry.  Newburyport 
then  turned  to  manufacturing  and  began  a  revival  in  the  manufacture 
of  shoes,  textiles,  rum  and  silverware.  2/ 

During  the  1950-60  decade,  drastic  changes  occurred  in  the  industrial 
economy,  similar  to  those  taking  place  in  other  northern  manufacturing 
cities.    With  the  loss  of  a  large  portion  of  its  textile    and  shoe  in- 
dustries, along  with  the  closing  of  a  major  electronics  company,  New- 
buryport became  classified  by  the  Federal  Government  as  a  "persistent 
unemployment  area." 

More  recently,  Newburyport  has  shown  a  revival  in  its  industrial 
vitality.    Dexter  Industrial  Park  is  providing  the  community  a  well- 
diversified  supply  of  energetic  growth  companies  with  a  bright  out- 
look for  the  future.    The  diversity  of  these  new  companies  ranges  from 
shoe  manufacturing  to  metalworking  to  electronics.    At  the  same  time 
many  small  new  companies  have  started  operations  in  older  mill  buildings. 

Present  day  Newburyport  is  working  diligently  to  generate  economic 
activity  with  a  broad  program  of  industrial,  fishing,  commercial,  tourist 
and  recreational  development.    These  efforts  will  greatly  influence 
investment  potential  in  the  area.    The  redevelopment  program  for  the 
Newburyport  business  section  and  waterfront  encourages  preservation  of 
the  city's  early  American  character  in  combination  with  the  rehabilita- 
tion of  historic  structures  to  blend  with  the  current  requirements  of 
modern  business.    Redevelopment  plans  include  both  the  commercial 
revival  of  downtown  Newburyport  as  a  regional  trading  center  and  water- 
front revival.^As  the  program  has  progressed   approximately  80  addi- 
tional shops  have  opened  in  the  district  and  are  serving  basic  household 
and  tourist  needs,  kj 
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More  recently,  as  shown  in  Table  3,  both  total  annual  payroll  and 
average  wage  has  increased  during  the  years  1967-1977  in  the  city 
and  towns  comprising  the  Newburyport  LMA. 

Table  k  shows  increased  employment  in  all  industries  for  December 
1977  as  compared  with  the  previous  January.    Average  monthly  "All 
Subject  Employment"  showed  an  increase  of  387  (six  percent)  from 
6,258  in  January  1977  to  6,6^5  in  the  following  December.    The  most 
noticeable  monthly  downturns  were  in  July  resulting  primarily  from 
a  seasonal  decrease  in  manufacturing  employment  and  also  in  November/ 
December  from  predictable  season?,!  decreases  in  construction  employment. 

Table  5  shows  industries,  numbers  of  firms,  payroll,  average  wage 
and  average  monthly  employment  data  obtained  from  the  ES  202  Report 
for  the  Newburyport  LMA.  in  calendar  year  1977.    Although  many  of  the 
industries  listed  are  not  large  employers  in  the  Newburyport  LMA, 
manufacturing,  with  a  total  of  67  firms,  ranked  first  in  average 
employment  at  a  figure  of  2,039,  which  was  31  percent  of  "All 
Subject  Employment".    The  1977  average  annual  wage  for  "All  Subject 
Employment"  was  $8,1^1  in  the  Newburyport  LMA  which  can  be  compared 
to  that  in  the  Nation,  Massachusetts  and  other  parts  of  the  State 
(data  contained  in  Table  6).    Retail  trade  and  Services,  as  shown 
in  Table  5,  are  the  no nag ri cultural  industries  having  the  lowest 
average  wages  but  it  should  be  recognized  that  both  part-time  and 
seasonal  employment  are  factors  which  tend  to  deflate  the  figures. 
Industries  with  the  largest  numbers  of  firms  are  also  Retail  Trade 
and  Services.    Total  payroll  for  "All  Subject  Employment"  was 
$53,565,095  of  which  37  percent  was  provided  through  Manufacturing. 

Table  7  provides  a  graphic  presentation  of  the  relative  sizes  of  the 
largest  industries  in  the  Newburyport  LMA  for  calendar  year  1977  in 
terms  of  employment. 

Expansion  within  the  Newburyport  LMA  is  summarized  by  a  State  Executive 
Office  of  Economic  Affairs  study.    The  firms  which  have  expanded  include 

1.  Towle  Silversmiths  in  Newburyport,  5,000  square  feet,  no 
employee  estimate. 

2.  Winninghoff  Boats  Inc.,  in  Rowley,  5,700  square  feet, 
eight  new  employees. 

Epicure,  a  manufacturer  of  high  fidelity  sound  equipment,  has  announced 
its  intention  to  build  a  new  plant  in  Newburyport.    The  structure  will 
consist  of  a  67,000  square  foot  factory  and  6,000  square  feet  of  office 
space.    The  projected  completion  date  is  March  1980.  5/

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In  an  effort  to  get  Newburyport  moving  economically,  and  to  utilize 
Newburyport ' s  pool  of  workers  to  the  fullest,  a  group  of  enterprising 
citizens  in  the  city  formed  a  nonprofit  organization  in  1965  to  raise 
funds  for  a  planned  industrial  park.    This  organization,  the  Newburyport 
Area  Industrial  Development  Corporation  (NAID)  raised  over  $200,000 
from  local  citizens  and  then  purchased  200  acres  of  the  best  rail-served 
industrial  land  in  Newburyport.    As  a  result  of  this  action  by  NAID,  the 
Lord  Timothy  Dexter  Industrial  Green  became  a  reality  and  has  developed 
to  the  point  where  there  are  presently  15  new  industries  within  the  park. 

As  outlined  in  the  above  paragraphs,  industrial  growth  is  occurring  in 
the  Newburyport  LMA.    Looking  to  the  future,  it  is  expected  that  employ- 
ment will  continue  to  grow  well  into  1979-    However,  indications  are 
that  the  local  economy,  like  that  of  Massachusetts  and  the  Nation  has 
reached  a  turning  point.     During  the  upcoming,  long-awaited  economic 
slowdown,  high  interest  rate  and  inflation  are  expected  to  continue. 
The  high  price  of  energy  will  increase  the  cost  of  production. 

Employment  growth  is  expected  to  slow  down  with  emphasis  on  replacement 
hiring.  New  entrants  will  experience  difficulty  in  being  absorbed  into 
the  work  force.  Although  economists  are  not  in  general  agreement  as  to 
the  severity  of  the  slowdown,  it  is  recognized  that  the  real  labor 
problem  will  be  not  enough  job  openings  from  growth  to  absorb  additions 
in  the  labor  force.  Following  the  economic  slowdown,  which  is  expected 
to  last  into  the  first  half  of  1980,  employment  is  predicted  to  begin 
increasing  again  but    at  a  slower  rate  than  in  the  past  two  years. 


■I 
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IV.    Recent  Unemployment  Trends  and  Outlook 

The  Newburyport  LMA  labor  picture  has  been  characterized  by  a  high 
unemployment  and  underemployment  situation.    This  situation  has  pre- 
vailed since  1959  because  of  the  closing  of  a  major  electronics  company 
along  with  the  transformation  of  basic  industries  such  as  shoes  and 
textiles.  7/ 

As  shown  in  Table  8, the  LMA  unemployment  rate  has  continued  to  register 
at  a  higher  level  than  the  National  and  Massachusetts  averages.  New 
industries  in  the  area  could  draw  from  this  pool  of  unemployed  and  under- 
employed people  and  from  the  large  number  of  out  commuters. 

The  unemployment  rate  for  the  LMA  in  1978  started  with  10.2  percent  in 
January  and  ended  at  7.7  percent  in  December.    The  unadjusted  1978 
average  unemployment  rate  for  Massachusetts  was  6.1  percent  and  6.0 
percent  for  the  Nation  as  compared  to  8.0  for  the  Newburyport  LMA. 

Average  unemployment  rates  for  1978  within  the  ten  larger  Massachusetts 
LMA's  were  Worcester  U.9  percent,  Springfield  5-3  percent,  Fitchburg 
5-8  percent,  Boston  5. 9  percent,  Brockton  6 .k  percent,  Lowell  6.5  percent, 
Lawrence-Haverhill  6.7  percent,  Pitt sfi eld  6.8  percent,  Fall  River  7.0 
percent  and  New  Bedford  Q.k  percent. 

Presently,  a  mild  recession,  which  probably  started  during  the  spring  of 
1979 »  is  in  progress  and  is  likely  to  continue  into  the  first  half  of 
1980.    Nobody  can  be  certain  what  will  happen  to  the  economy  because 
of  the  many  variables  and  wide  range  of  possible  outcomes. 

However,  we  can  be  certain  that  high  interest  rates,  inflation  and 
energy  problems  will  continue  to  plague  us.    Although  the  recession  is 
expected  to  be  less  severe  than  in  197^-75,  every  firm  will  feel  the 
effects  of  its  impact.    Historically,  the  LMA's    unemployment  rate 
has  paralled  that  of  the  Nation  and  State  but  at  a  higher  level.  This 
means  that  the  8.0  percent  rate  predicted  for  the  Nation  in  1980  could 
translate  into  more  than  nine  percent  for  the  Newburyport  area. 

Labor  force  data  for  each  of  the  k  communities  in  the  LMA  has  been 
disaggregated  by  the  Census  Share  method  and  appears  in  Table  9« 

Tables  10  and  11  graphically  depict  labor  force,  employment  and  unemploy- 
ment rates  for  the  Newburyport  LMA  during  the  period  January  1978  through 
June  1979. 

Table  12  shows  information  on  claimants  paid  regular  unemployment  insurance 
benefits  by  residence  in  the  Newburyport  LMA  during  March -May  1979-

During  the  month  of  December  1978,  a  survey  was  performed  on  the 
insured  unemployed  benefit  recipients  in  the  Newburyport  office  of 
the  Division  of  Employment  Security.    Results  of  this  survey  are 
shown  in  Tables  13  through  16.    A  percentage  breakout  by  age  groups 
shows  that  19-1  percent  were  under  25  years  of  age  and  37-1  percent 
were  over  kk  years  old.    Those  individuals  collecting  benefits  were 
from  the  following  occupations:    professional,  technical  and  manangement 
2k. 6  percent:  clerical  and  sales  16.5  percent:  services  16.9  percent: 
farming,  fish  and  forestry  2.0  percent;  processing  3-7  percent-  machine 
trades  6.7  percent-  bench  work  7-7  percent:  structural  13-8  percent: 
and  miscellaneous  work  8.1  percent.    Reasons  for  separations  from 
employment  were:  layoff  8U.1  percent,  quit  for  voluntary  retirement 
2.0  percent,  discharges  2.6  percent,  and  other  separations  11. U  per- 
cent.   Of  all  the  male  claimants,  3^3  percent  were  over  hk  years 
old  and  of  all  female  claimants,  U-2.0  percent  were  over  kk  years  of 
age.    The  survey  also  revealed  that  27.1  percent  of  the  male  claimants 
earned  less  than  $150  per  week  while  U9.O  percent  of  the  female 
claimants  earned  less  than  $150  per  week.

Table  18  outlines  characteristics  of  job  applicants  in  the  Newburyport 
Placement  Office  as  obtained  from  the  Employment  Service  Automated 
Reporting  System  (ESARS).    There  were  679  active  applicants  on  file 
as  of  June  30,  1979-     Some  327  (U8.2  percent)  were  female;  158  were 
in  age  group  30-hk •  some  303  had  achieved  a  high  school  (or  equivalency) 
educational  level;  and  11.3  percent  were  Vietnam  Era  Veterans. 

Job  openings  that  are  listed  with  the  Division  of  Employment  Security 
to  be  filled  are  compiled  into  a  regional  Job  Bank  listing.  Newburyport 
LMA  job  openings  can  be  found  in  the  Lawrence  Job  Bank  printout .  Tables 
19,20,  and  21  provide  information  concerning  the  Lawrence  Job  Bank 
openings.    For  the  month  of  April  1979,  there  were  U,267  openings  listed 
with  the  Lawrence  Job  Bank  for  the  northeastern  Massachusetts  area. 
The  largest  number  of  openings  (921)  were  in  the  clerical  and  sales 
occupations,  and  structural  work  occupations  had  the  next  largest 
available  openings  with  790  listed.    Table  19  shows  that  over  ^3  per- 
cent of  the  U,267  openings  were  unfilled  at  the  end  of  the  month. 

Unfilled  job  openings  are  those  job  orders  given  by  employers  which 
at  the  time  of  the  count  (the  last  working  day  of  each  month)  remain 
unfilled  because  of  inability  to  locate  applicants  who  meet  the  job 
specifications:  a  shortage  of  applicants*  or  because  working  con- 
ditions, plant  location,  hours  or  wages  offered  make  such  openings 
hard-to-fill.     In  addition,  some  job  orders  may  have  been  given  to 
the  Employment  Service  so  close  to  the  time  of  count  that  there  was 
insufficient  opportunity  to  fill  the  opening. 

Tables  22  and  23  show  percent  of  job  openings  filled  in  the  Newburyport 
Employment  office  with  respect  to  hourly  wage  during  the  period 
October  1,  1978  through  June  30,  1979  as  obtained  from  ESARS.  The 
relationship  between  applicants  and  job  openings  by  occupations  are 
as  indicated  in  Tables  2k  and  25.

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VII.     CETA  Activities  and  the  Need  for  Manpower  Services 


Persons  with  low  skills  and  educational  levels  are  always  in  need 
of  manpower  services.    Persons  out  of  work,  some  of  them  middle- 
aged  and  displaced  due  to  a  decline  or  change  in  the  technology 
of  the  industry  in  which  they  were  employed,  will  need  specialized 
employment  and  training  services. 

The  economically  disadvantaged  are  defined  as  those  who  receive 
cash  welfare  payments  or  those  whose  annual  income  in  relation  to 
family  size  and  location  does  not  exceed  that  outlined  in  Table  26. 

The  Comprehensive  Employment  and  Training  Act  ( CETA)  provides  job 
training  and  employment  opportunities  for  economically  disadvantaged, 
unemployed  and  underemployed  persons  and  assumes  that  training  and 
other  services  lead  to  maximum  employment  opportunities  which  will 
enhance  self-sufficiency.    CETA  offers  a  number  of  types  of  opportunities. 
Title  II  BC  provides  classroom  training,  OJT  work  experiences,  and 
educational  services  to  economically  disadvantaged  individuals.  Title 
II  D  and  Title  VI  are  Public  Service  Employment  (PSE)  Programs.  Title 
VI  provides  counter -cyclical  employment  during  periods  of  high  unemploy- 
ment.   Title  III  ST IP  is  a  National  Program  to  provide  veterans  with 
advanced  skill  training.    Title  IV  is  the  youth  program,  and  partici- 
pants must  be  between  the  ages  of  Ik  and  22,  be  either  unemployed  or 
in- school,  and  be  economically  disadvantaged. 

The  Newburyport  CETA  area  is  a  component  of  the  Lawrence  CETA  subgrantee 
and  includes  the  City  of  Newburyport,  and  the  towns  of  Newbury,  West 
Newbury,  Amesbury,  Rowley  and  Salisbury.    Various  programs  have  been 
sub -contracted  to  Turning  Point  Inc.,  a  nonprofit  organization  located 
at  5  Middle  Street  in  Newburyport.    Tables  27  and  28  show  data  con- 
cerning Newburyport  Area  CETA  programs  for  the  period  October  1,  1978 
through  July  31,  1979- 

The  Work  Incentive  (WIN)  Program  was  enacted  to  aid  families  receiving 
AFDC  (Aid  to  Families  with  Dependent  Children)  payments  to  obtain 
gainful  employment  or  training  that  would  lead  to  gainful  employment. 
Characteristics  of  WIN  applicants  during  the  period  October  1,  1978 
through  June  30,  1979  is  provided  in  Table  29.
